WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Chief Hazen of 
the secret service has received the follow- 
ing from Agent Porter at Chicago: 

“John A. Skoog was arrested last night 
by Policemen McDonald and Rogers for of- 
fering one of the new counterfeit $20 sil- 
ver certificates. Had four others in his 
possession. He refused to give the police 
any information whatever. 

‘He was turned over to us this morning 
and soon gave his name and address and 
confessed that he is the maker of said 
notes and the only shover of the same. 
The notes were made by the photographer 
process. He was also making one hundred 
kroner notes on the Sveriges Ricks Bank, 
Stockholm, Sweden, date of Jan. 2, 1892.

The moderation in the weather enjoyed 
by St. Louis has been general over the 
country and promises to continue indefinite- 
ly, according to those in authority at the 
Weather Bureau in the Custom-house. 

“The only exceptions to the general mod- 
eration,’’ said Observer Herndon, who spoke 
in the absence of Dr. Frankenfield, “‘is the 
Ohio Valley, where the rise in the tempera- 
ture has not set in and in the region east 
of Lake Huron. 

“West of the Mississippi the rise in tem- 
perature Saturday was from two to thirty 
degrees, with a four degree rise at St. Louis. 

‘Sunday morning it ought to be 20 deg. 
above zero,”’ said Mr. Herndon, “and we 
should have rising temperature throughout 
the day. In fact, I think the mercury will 
continue to rise steadily. There is still no 
pecenees of a repetition in the near future 
of the intense cold we have just experi- 
enced 

“It will probably snow to-night and the 
indications are for a slight snow or rain to- 
morrow. 

“There is an area of low barometer. from 
the North Pacific and Central and Eastern 
Montana. That means milder weather for 
St. Louis. The mercury is 16 deg. higher at 
Helena, Mont., than in St. Louis. At Chi- 
cago it is 6 deg. above. At 7 o’clock Satur- 
day morning it was 16 deg. above at St. 
Louis. To-morrow it will probably be 32 
deg. above at St. Louis. 

“The coldest place to-day is Parry Sound, 
Ont., where it ts 10 deg. below. Quite differ- 
ent from the 32 deg. below that prevailed in 
the Northwest a few days Oo. was 
freezing at Jacksonville, Fla., this morning, 
and it is still far below the normal in the 
Southern States Bast of the Mississippi 
River, although it is moderating there.”

The fine 
dust blinds the eyes, and by inhaling it 
many workmen contract lung trouble and 
die early.

Cayenne, the capital of French Gutana, of 
a determined attack by armed Brazilians 
under the command of Gen. Perez, on a 
number of French prospectors in the Cauch- 
ipour district, in the disputed territory be- 
tween Brazil and French Guiana, result- 
ing in the death of one man, a French sub- 
ject, and the capture and !mprisonment of 
six others. The matter will be reported b 
the Governor of Cayenne to the French 
Government. 


RUSSIA TAKES ALARM, 


Forty British Warships Hovering Near 
the Dardanelles. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—A cablegram to 
the Herald from St. Petersburg says: 

Considerable uneasiness has been caused 
by a telegram received from the Russian 


agent in Constantinople, to the effect that 
40 English warships, including 11 first-class 
battleships, are hovering between Besika 
Bay and the Dardanelles. 

The matter is said to be likely to re- 
ceive esvecial attention at the meeting of 
Count Muravieff, the Russian Foreign Min- 
ister, and President Faure in Paris. 

The official press warns France that her 
interests are coincident with those of Rus- 
sia, and urges the republic to strike a 
blow at British supremacy in Egypt, thus 
forcing control of the Suez Canal. 


BECAUSE OF THE PLAGUE. 


The Sultan Has Forbidden the Pil- 
grimage to Mecca. 


VIENNA, Jan. 30.—The Turkish Ambas- 
sador has notified the Austrian Government 
of the Sultan’s adhesion to the interna- 
tional plague conference at Venice; also of 
the Sultan’s peremptory forbiddance of the 

ilgrimage to Mecca because of the preva- 
ence of 'the bubonic plague. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The steamer Bri- 
tannic which arrived this morning from 
Liverpool and Queenstown brought a nuin- 
ber of sacks of Bombay and East India 
mails. When the Britannic dropped. anchor 
off Quarantine the mail boat went alongside 
the steamer and took off all the mails, 
amounting to 1,100 sacks. Among this num- 
ber was the Indian mail. Health Officer 
Doty, on learning that this mail had been 
sent to the city, communicated with Post- 
master Dayton, and it was arranged that 
the East Indta and Bombay mails would be 
returned to Quarantine at once for a thor- 
ough disinfection. 


STUDENTS FINED. 


Four Harvard Men Arrested for Dis- 
charging Firearms. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 30.—There was 
no small stir in student circles this morn- 
ing when it was learned that four men from 
Harvard, two of them being prominent in 
athletic affairs, had been called into the 


municipal court for having illegally, it was 
alleged, discharged fire arms on the occa- 
sion of the recent celebration of the close 
of the college half year. As the students 
generally engage in the celebration, the fact 
that only four men had been implicated by 
the authorities aroused much comment, as 
well as did the fact that the police have 
taken up the case, it being supposed that 
the faculty of the college would handle it 
alone. The four men were compelled to 
ut in an appearance at the court this morn- 
ng, and two of them, Bull and Hollister, of 
the ‘Varsity crew, were severaly reprim- 
anded and fined.

SAGINAW, Mich., Jan. 30.—Ed Cowles, 
lumber statistician, has compiled a state- 
ment showing the Michigan lumber and 
shingle output in 1896. It shows the State 
produced 2,166,252,982 feet of lumber and 
941,527,200 shingles. At the close of the year 
there was in the hands of the manufac- 
turers 1,140,316,18% feet of lumber and 208,- 
316.600 shingles. 

The Michigan output last year as compar- 
ed with 189% shows a decrease of ,665,000,000 
feet and a decrease of 1,565,000,000 as com- 
pared with 1892.

Senator Dubois of Idaho has been one 
of the most able and aggressive of the 
silver Republicans. His defeat would be 
@ heavier loss to the cause than it is but 
for the fact that a man of his conviction 
and power will be as effective, perhaps 
more effective, out of the Senate than 
in it. 

Dubois was beaten by a combination of 
the Populists and three-fourths of the 
Democrats in the Idaho Legislature. 
While unfortunate in some respects, it is 
entirely logical from the broad point of 
view presented by new political align- 
ments. The failure of the efforts made 
by the National Democratic Committee to 
break the alliance between the Idaho 
Democrats and Populists is significant. 
Three-fourths of the Democrats in the 
body refused to support Dubois under 
such urging, and in spite of the fact that 
he was personally and officially unexcep- 
tionable, when such support involved 
breaking with the Populists and a viola- 
tion of the fusion agreement made last 
year.

STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS. 
The House Committee on Ways and 
Means, to which was referred the bill em- 
powering the State Board of Equalization 
to assess street railroad properties, has 
decided to report the bill favorably. 

No other decision could have been ex- 
pécted. The fact that a section of the 
lobby did not appear before the committee 
to oppose the medsure is not important, 
The committee, of which Mr. Ward, who 
introduced the bill, is Chairman, would 
have taken the action it has if the entire 
lobby had appeared.against it. The cor- 
porations interested are not, however, 
seeking argument on the merits of the 
case. They are seeking rather to avoid 
it. The record, as made up and admitted, 
is against them. It«shows decreasing as- 
sessments On mileage, and other tangible 
evidence of value; at times when mileage 
has steadily increased and the revenues 
of these corporations have been as stead- 
ily growing. 

It must not be assumed, however, that 
the interests affected by the Ward bill 
have abandoned the fight. They will 
seek, in indirect ways, to escape the pay- 
ment of their just;obligations to the gov- 
ernment which protects their properties 
and. gives them their value. They will 
be found, perhaps, supporting the bill just 
introduced by Senator Lancaster, substi- 
tuting for the present Boards of City 
Equalization appointed by the courts 
boards to be appointed jointly by the 
Governor of the State and the Mayors 
of the cities where such boards are to 
be created. 

Such a law would destroy responsibility 
by dividing it. It would be a distinction 
without a difference. The State Board 
of Equalization is directly responsible to 
the people. Moreover, Missouri is now 
the only one of the great States in the 
Union which has not vested in the State 
Board of Equalization the power to assess 
the properties of public corporations hold- 
ing municipal franchises. . Other States 
have found city Boards of Equalization 
ineffective to serve the best public ends. 
The Ward bill proposes no experiment. 
It voices a public demand for more equal 
taxation. 

THE REPUBLICAN CONGRESS. 

The Reed-Dingley -programme. for.the 
extra session of Congress is to pass a 
revenue law and adjourn. 

Nothing more should be expected. The 
Republican party stands for high pro- 
tection. That is its historic party and 
public policy, While the late campaign 
was fought on the financial question it 
was the Democratic party which stood for 
a change of policy and the Republican 
which stood for maintaining the gold 
standard. The election of Mr. McKinley 
can be interpreted in no other way, so 
far as the public finances are concerned, 
than to let the finances alone. 

But Mr. McKinley’s candidacy was dis- 
tinctly a demand for a new tariff. His 
public personality and the platform on 
which he ran alike demanded a change 
in that regard. His election was a man- 
date from the people to revise the tariff 
schedules. 

If Mr. McKinley believes sincerely; as 
we believe he does, that his tariff nos- 
trum is a sure cure for all the ills we are 
heir to, then he cannot object to the 
Reed-Dingley programme, But he will 
have the national bankers demanding the 
power to issue their notes as money, the 
railroads demanding the repeal of the 
anti-pooling law, and other consolidated

Capt. Turner had long been prominent in 
local realty and financial circles. He was 
at the time of h’is death a member of the 
real estate firm of Charles H. Turner & 
Co. He had been a director and a member

He 
was 55 years old and was born and reared 
in St. Louis.

INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT. 


The Senator Writes to J. F. Sanders of 
His Efforts in the White 
Metal’s Behalf. 


Ed O, Wolcott, United States Senator from 
Colorade, who is a McKinley Republican, is 
now in Paris on his European tour for.the 
purpose of arranging for an International 
Bimetallic Conference, 

Senator Wolcott's right-hand man in Col- 
orado is Jacob F, Sanders, who led the Col, 
orado delegation in the National Republican 
Gonvention. He did not walk out with the 
Teller faction, and was re-elected National 
Republican Committeeman, Mr. Sanders is 
stopping at the Southern Hotel. He is on 


his way to Hot Springs,’ Ark., for a rest of 
two weeks, 

Mr. Sanders ‘has just received a letter from 
Benator Wolcott, and he has some interest- 
ing inside facts in regard to the movement 
for an International Bimetallic Conference, 
which he gave in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch man. What he says bears the 
weight of authority. 

“Senator Wolcott wrote me that he re- 
ceived a magnificent reception in London,’ 
said: Committeeman Sanders. “He finds 
cértain conditions existing, however, which 
wilithave to be overcome before a successful 
international conference on the money ques- 
tion can be held. I refer to the fact that 
ali ‘the bankers of London are gold men, 
beceuse it is to their interest to be 80, and 
hence they are net in favor of a conference 
which has for its objct the restoration of 
silver to its former place as a siandard coin 
me of the world. 

“But there tb a way of overcoming this 
opposition, Lord Balfour is a strong bi- 
metallist. and he has assured Senator Wol- 
cott that the United States, by gaining the 
eupport of France and Germany, can take 
the initiative and call .a conference, and 
thereby can force England to come to terms. 

“Outside of London the influence in favor 
of bimetallism is exceedingly strong, even 
in the great manufacturing centers like 
Birmingham. Once three great nations 
having the commercial power and prestige 
of the United States, France and Germany 
unite and agree to redeem silver as a mon- 
ey metal, the London bankers can no long- 
er contro! or hold back the oe senti- 
ment in KEngland. Lord Balfour. knows 
what he is saying, and his v.ews carry 
great weight. 

‘Tl -believe that Senator Wolcott is now 

roceeding on the theory and advice as 
aid down by Lord Balfour and other prom- 
inent bimetallists of England. The Sena- 
ter has gone to Paris to consult. with the 
jeading men in French affairs, and he will 
s00n leave there for Berlin, if he can se- 
cure an agreement that France and Ger- 
many will join with the United, States in 

an international bimetallic conférence, why, 
v4 ts certair that one will-.be called, and, 
furthermore, England will. have. to dro 
oute tine and give silver an equal show wit 
g0 
“Some doubt has been expressed in certain 
quarters as to whether McKinley woutd 
eali an. international conference on the 
money question. On that point I can say 
thia: Before Jeaving. for Isurope, Senator 
Wolcott held a long conference in private 
with Maj. McKinley, and he, no doubt, 
sounded .the President-elect. and obtained 
a thorough understanding that, if the Euro- 
pean mission was successful, a conference 
wold be' called. 
~ “Senator Wolcott. is one of the brightest 
men .in«the Un'ited: States Senate to-day, 
and he would not be so foolish as to make 
this.tour in. England if he had not first re- 
ceiyed a promiee from McKinley that an in- 
ternational money conference would. be 
cabled, provided the .proper arrangements 
cauld be. made abroad.’’

Meanwhile Edwin F. Leonard, a Chicazo 
judgment creditor, secured an injuction in 
the United States District Court to prevent 
the company from making any transfer ef 
its property. He also filed a motion for 
the appointment of a receiver. 

Tepugh the company had fought the ap- 
pointment of, Wurdeman, they feared ‘that 
a receiver appointed by Judge Adams 
would be still more unfriendly to their in- 
terests.

M. & 0. TAKES FIRST SLASH AT 
THE GRAIN SCHEDULE. 


OTHER LINES WILL FALL IN. 


Ample Evidence at Hand to Prove That 
Cutting Is Being Done on 
the Quiet. 


The Mobile & Ohio Railroad has served 
notice that, taking effect Feb. 3, it will 
make a cut of 5 cents per 100 pounds in the 
rates on corn and oats from St. Louis to 
Southeastern interior points and a cut of 4 
cents per 100 pounds to the coast. 

This was done to meet the cut made by 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birming- 
ham line and is a formal announcement 
that the grain rate war is on in earnest. 

The trouble has been brewing for some 
time. While there has been quiet cutting 
for several months, this ts the first move in 
the way of open cutting by the St. Louis 
lines, and comes in the face of instructions 
received from New York by eastbound 
agents that there would be no further re- 
duction in grain rates to, the seaboard. 
The railway officials are extremely reti- 
cent on the subject, but all intimated that 
the M. & O.’s cut would be met.

Before that time it was announced that 
difficulties had arisen which would make 
jt impossible to merge the banks under one 
management. A short time ago another 
rumor was current to the effect that the 
St. Louls National was to consolidate with 
the Third National. Several stockholders 
and directors of the Third National were 
eaid to be anxious to bring about the union.

Mr. Stoddart could not be won 
over, so the Kehlor forces froze him out of 
the directory of the bank at the annual

Arrange- 
ments were soon under way, but, as in the 
other case, there was a hitch. Friday the 
word went around among the bankers that 
the consolidation plan ‘had been given up. 
A well-known banker said: “It is now cer- 
tain that the Third National and the 8t. 
Louis National will not merge. *The 8t. 
Louis National people were unwilling to ac- 
cept the terms proposed by the other par- 
ties. They objected to the apportionment 
of capital stock and the representation ac- 
corded them in the Board of Directors.” 
Officers and directors of both banks were 
senn, but they refused to discuss the mat- 
ter, saying they had no official knowledge 
of any plan to consolidate the banks.

Shelton is a tall and slender ginger-bread 
colored darkey, about 20 years old, and as 
spry as a cat. He has been in jail since 
last October, when he was locked up for 
robbing a restaurant on Jefferson avenue. 
Perkins is short and stocky, and black 
as tar. He used to be a porter at the 
Grand Leader.

They could not get at each other 
to fight, but Shelton invited Perkins to visit

Heavy cutting has been done on the 
quiet on grain from the West to St. Louis, 
and St. Louis business has also been helped 
by the fact that the low rates to Galves- 
ton resulted in a grain blockade at that 
city. The elevators there are all full and 
the ocean facilities poor. In the glut of 
grain, a great deal of both corn and wheat 
has become heated and will have to be sold 
at a loss. In coOnsequence, Western sh'p- 
pers are beginning to be afraid to sgnd their 
rain to Galveston and are sending it to St. 
Fouts instead.
